tion of "Public Opinion." 

The public reads and is flattered. It is con- 
ceded to have an opinion. How true is this in 
■the field of dogma! How little we think our- 
.sel\(;,- .-iikI 1)0w prone we are to accept the an- 
. li(jualed idea.s of otiier.s for our own ! 

Colleges is supposed to be a place where 
men are taught to think — arc .stimulated to 
iliink, but unfortunately many .seem to have a 
threshold of stimulation which even a univer- 
sity caniiol overcome. They paj-.-^ on ob.sorl)ing 
tjje thoughts of others, but rarely producing a 
thought of their own.

Once .1 year Canadian liitçraturc is dragged from the 
happy c'bsciirily v-it the nursery, dressed in long pants and 
a top li.ll, and i> u.'ihcrcd forth to take its place among the 
grcai ones of tlie i-artli Hymns arc compo.'^cd in its honor 
and ill-titting laurels placed upon its hairle.ss head. Its {cet 
arc strewn with roses and an unending throng (ilcs past in 
adiitition. Then lite curtain noiselessly drops and it is 
iViictly Ifd back to its blocks and bottles. 

The object of the exhibition seems somewhat obscure. In 
fact wc were quite bewildered until we read in • local 
journal tliat one of its aims was, to use the writer's own 
words, "to induce among those Canadians, who do not read, 
a clear recognition of the fact that today «tieir own country 
is producing a rich literary harvest, of which they should 
be just as proud (or prouder) as they arc of her wheat 
crop ... the products of her mine» and factories, her 
material development of all kind, her wealth of mineral re- 
sources ..." 

Oiic hardly knows just how to answer this type of phil- 
istiniMu. h is ratlicr flabbergasting. Wc can only hope that 
it will not materially raise the sucicidal rate amonK our 
sensitive liierarj- artists. 

Another gentleman wc tind bemoaning the neglect of 
Canadian Literature by our universities. In Toronto, it 
appear.', it constitutes b'ut onc-tcnth of • course Wc can 
believe nearly anything of Toronto after this. Another uni- 
versity, whose identity is cl<>aked in the deepest secrecy, 
but wltich a child of five could sec refers to our own august 
institution, is rcscittfuUy rcieted to as deroting only fno 
half of a half-course to this subject. We hope the gaitleman 
will survive his lugubrious findings. 

The truth of the matter is that we have no litcraiurc 
worth the nimc. Half a doren chjrming minor poets and a 
few prolific novelists do not constitute a literature. In all 
our sixty years as a ii.Mion wt have produced no great poet, 
no great drair.atist and no master of prose. It is sid but it 
is true. The annual efforts" to adwrtise the f»ct are not 
very hsppy. • ■ • . 

In condufion let us say that a literattuc eaitnet be 
manufactured. It crows as naturally and beautifully as a 
ilowtr grow?. Co-operation is of no avail. Literature is not 
a Robot; -it iî vital and alive. . • ;

In ïpeakiiig of his own po*try, Robert Graves, the well 
known F.nglish pcef, refltarks "in the pieces will be found 
cvi'dciices cf i greatrr detatchment ' ^in the poet and tlie 
ai>iM;iiranc<. of a new series of problems in religion, psychpl- 
ogy and pliilosopliy," To some thij. may appear fjiiite just 
and logical, but personally I confess that I find it quite un- 
intelligible. Intellectual and emotional détaldiment Is an 
admirable qiiality in an essayist or novelist (Matthew 
Arnold and IHaubcrt for instance owe much of their chirm 
t'j it.', (iiitivation) but I am quiti; unable to conceive of its 
being .jiiplii;'] to li-^'iry, which is lo personal and sObjeclive. 

As u^ârit tlir iV-ond part of his statement I am as iniirli 
iKTwiWcrcd by it as by th^ first. It appears to me that when 
a poet begins to perplex himself with problcnis of phll- 
o&opliy ii.d psycliology he ceases to be a jwet attd becilmes 
i philoioplK:! or a psychologist. Poetry is ) thing of the 
imagination aiid tlic finotioiis, and ovrrmuch erudition often 
proves fatal lo the poet. Consider the sad case of Mr. 
William Wordsworth.
